^automatic type transmission sys- 
tem which now connects 
eight 


cities, and which is being widely 
copied in Texas, North Carolina, 
and many other states and forcgin 
countries. 


We set up the automatic wire in 


1942, 
based on the patented ma- 


chine known 
as 
Teletypcsctter, 


which had been 
perfected 
and 


placed on the market in 1935. It 
is manufactured by a subsidiary 
of American Telephone 
& 
Tclc- 


Co., and was developed by 


Walter Morey, who himself visited 
Hope and The Star several years 
ago. 


The basic idea behind Teletype- 


setter is a perforated tape seven- 
eighths of an inch wide. The six 
holes punched in that tape control 
the alphabet and also certain lino- 
type operations. 


Mr. Morey told me he first got 


the idea of anplying 
perforated 


tape to a linotype about 1906, while 
fVatching a monotype (a machine 
which casts individual letters in- 
stead of whole lines) operate from 
perforated tape in San Francisco. 


Now comes a pertinent comment, 


indeed. One of our trade writers, 
William Feather', says in Imperial 
Type Metal magazine: 


"Use of a paper guide strip (or 


tape), perforated as in the present 
monotype (or linotype) to control 
type setting operations, was present 
in another English (or Scottish) de- 
'»/velopment, the machine of Alex- 


ander Mackio, displayed 
in 
the 


sarly 1670s. There were two ma- 
chines, the perforator and the type 
setter. Since the latter worked auto- 
matically from 
the 
perforated 


paper, visitors were treated to the 
marvel of type being set by a ma- 
chine with no human hand to aid 
it."

Mohr is being held on a charge 


of murder in the shotgun slaying 
of his blind, cancer-ridden brother, 
Walter, 55. The victim had 
been 


blind for 15 years. His face

wasted away until only his 
lips 


could be seen.

75 Arms Aid 
Planes Leave 
for Europe 


Washington, March 20 —(/P)—The 


first batch of about 75 American 
B-29s takes off for Britain today 
under the -1,000,000,000 arms aid 
program to strengthen Western Eu- 
rope's defenses. 


Four of the reconditioned bomb- 


ers, manned by American creWs, 
leave nearby Andrews field 
this 


afternoon bound for a British air- 
base. 


The seven-year-old planes, once 


the heaviest the American air force 
could send aloft, now are 
classed 


as "medium bombers." The giant 
B-3C is alone in the heavy bomb 
class now. 


But the B-29s' 2,000-mile combat 


range and 10-ton bomb load are ex- 
pected to add considerable striking 
power to the British air force. The 
British, in line with Allied defense 
plans, have concentrated on build- 
ing speedy jet 
fighters, 
leaving 


jombcr production to the United 
tatcs. 
Secretary 
of Defense Johnson 


and British Ambassador Sir Oli- 
ver Franks were to be on (hand 
at the' alrpori for the ceremony for- 
mally ''turning the planes over to 
he British. 


The four-engine planes, now pow- 


ered by modernized motors, are 
he first American arms to be 
handed over to the British under 
he arms program 
approved 
by 


congress last October. They will 
also be the first to reach their Eu- 
opean destination.

were loaded aboard the French air 
craft carrier "Dixmude" at Nor-

Senate Airs 
Change in 
Gas Act 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, March 20 —(IP)—The 


senate is debating a change in the 
natural gas act to cul down some 
authority of the federal power com- 
mission. 


This commission, made up of 
ive men, has several duties. For 
instance, It can control the rates 
charged by electric power 
com- 


panies when the power they sell 
crosses state lines. 


And under a law passed in 1938 


—the natural gas act — the com- 
mission can decide 
what rates 


shall be charged 
by 
companies 


which deal in natural gas If it's 
piped across state lines. 


Natural gas 
is found 
in the 


ground, mostly in the Southwest, 
and is pumped from there through 
more than 30,000 miles of pipelines 
which cross and criss-cross 
the 


country. This gas goes into all but 
12 states. 


There arc about 13,000,000 con- 


sumers of this gas, the people who 
buy it for home or commercial 
use, In cooking or heating or in 
other ways. 


To understand the a r g U m ent 


going on now in the senate, it is 
first necessary to understand 
the 


picture of the people who are in- 
volved in getting the gas .to those 
13,000,000 consumers. There 
are 


three groups: 


1. The producers. .They arc the 


ones who get the gas out of the 
ground. Some are 
independent. 


Others are tied up with oil com-

The ancient Chinese 


made many discoveries, 
but one of the most unusual 
was transmission of nat- 
ural gas. 


Centuries ago, the Chi- 


nese drilled wells 2,000 feet 
deep for gas, carried it 
through hollow bamboo 
pipes, and burned it under 
brine kettles to make salt.

In America, George 


Washington recorded the 
discovery of natural gas in 
a West Virginia deed of 
1775 which described a

until 1821, in Fredonia,

used. Here a 27-foot well 
supplied gas to light a 
hotel. Half a century more 
passed before the first real 
pipe line was built. It 
served the city of Titus- 
ville, Pennsylvania.

In 
the early days it was rarely 
conserved or measured;
